“All honor to the loyal members 
of the coast guard who daily risk 
their lives in doing their duty and 
receive from $36 to $100 a month, 
while they witness their weaker 
brethren receiving as high as $1000 
each for letting a single boat go past 
them without. interference.”

The shells of the French yesterday

M. de Jouvenal, on his first day 
in Beirut, told the newspapermen 
that order and security must be re- 
stored before peace with the rebels | 
could be discussed. The military op- | 
erations already under way would 
continue, notwithstanding civil re- 
forms. To General Gamelin, leader 
of the French forces, M. de Jouvenal, 
in an address while conferring 4 
decoration upon him, indicated that 
it was the intention of the French 
to keep up the fighting. 

“We would have preferred peace 
to victory,” he said, “but since the 
enemy by plunder and’ massacre 
obliges us to defeat him you will 
continue the fight until the day, 
when order and security return to 
this territory which the League of 
Nations has entrusted to us and we 
ean establish the independence and 
prosperity to which the people of 
Lebanon and Syria are entitled and

_ ‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 3—An at- 
tempt was made to show that a con- 
nection exists between the New York 
Central Lines and the General Reil- 
way Signal Company, from/ which 
the former is purchasing $5,000,000 
of train control equipment, at the 


merce Commission: 

A. H. Harris, vice-president. of the 
railroad and chairman of its finance 
committee, was questioned as to his 
connection with the General Rail- 
way Signal. He admitted having 
been a director and stockholder of 
the signal company, but said that he 
resigned as director in 1906, and 
sold his stock fn 1911. 

His law firm, Harris, Beach & 
Watson of Rochester, N. Y., repre-| 
sented the New York Central, but he | 
said that he severed his connection 
with this on July 1, 1911, which was 
prior to the passage of the Clayton 
Anti-Trust Act. His name is still 
used in the firm, although he has no 
connection with it. 

The firm is now the counsel for 
the General Railway Signal Com- 
pany. Questions by Sprague counsel 
failed to show any present associa- 
tion between the New York Central 
and G. R. 8S. through Mr. Harris. 

Technical Testimony . 

Several technical witnesses were 
called to discuss the merits of the 
G. R. 8S. train control. It was re- 
peatediy declared that with the 
“forestalling” or permissive feature, 
the engineman can cut out the con- 
trol and pass block signals, J. J. 
Esch, commissioner, asked concern- 
ing the safety of this provision. The 
contingency of eatastrophes was ar- 
gued. under such circumstances, 

H. S. Balliet, signal engineer’of the 
New York Central, testified that the 
auto-marinal intermittent inductive 
control of the G. R. S. fully complied 
with the orders of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in so far as 
the device is designed to function. 

Vv. J. Schwendt, a signal officer of 
the Ohio Central lines of the New 
York Central, also testified. The 
value of his testimony was chal- 
lenged by the Sprague counsel, as 
not being that of an “expert.” 

Constant repetition of the possi- 
bility of “man failures” on the part 
of enginemen by Ellwood Colahan of 
Sprague counsel was made in an at- 
tempt to prove the merits of the 
Sprague device in not giving the 
engineer option in passing signals. 
The G. R. S. has a _ forestalling 
feature. The wreck on the Pennsyl- 
vania recently was alluded to as an 
instance of such a possibility where 
the engineman could have cut out 
the control and gone into the pre- 
ceding trajn. 

Various Devices 

Such a contingency exists on the 
New York Central, it was declared, 
several sections of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury operating at fast speed on 50- 
second headway, according to Mr. 
Balliet’s replies. The witness, never- 
theless, felt that the “permissive 
feature” giving the engineer the 
chance to forestall the operation of 
the device is needed. With two min- 
utes’ headway between trains, he 
asserted this to be a safe feature of 
the control systeni. 

All attempts to compare the mer- 
its of the Sprague devite were chal- 
jenged by C. C. Paulding, New York 
Central counsel. Nothing definite 
pertaining to the -more serious 
charges dealing with violations of the 
antitrust laws in the dealings be- 
tween the Central and the signal 
company was brought out. 

The position of the railroads in 
several technical respects has un- 
dergone a change and objections 
once made to the admittedly cheaper 
Ramp systems, such as’the danger

The executive committee of the

Position of Mr. Hughes 


Charles E. Hughes gave one of the

He declared the Monroe Doctrine 
under changed conditions is still im- 
portant. “The future holds infinite 
possibilities, and the Doctrine .re- 
mains as an essential policy to be 
applied wherever any exigency may 
arise requiring its application. To 
withdraw it, or to weaken it, would 
aid no just interest, support no 
worthy cause, but would simply in- 
vite trouble by removing an estab- 
lished safeguard of the peace of the 
American Continenjs,” said Mr.

“While retining the Doctrine, we 
should make every effort to avoid its 
being. misunderstood. If its import 
has been obscure it is largely because 
it has often been treated as though it 
were our sole policy in this hemis-

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Plebiscite Appeal Viewed 
by International Lawyer

NEW YORK, Dec. 3—Nothing that 
the League of Nations or the World 
Court would do would give to any 
European power a footing in the 
western hemisphere, said Maurice 
Leon, international lawyer, in dis- 
cussing for The Christian Science 
Monitor, the possible effects upon 
the Monroe Doctrine policy if the 
Tacna-Arica dispute should be car- 
ried to either of the International 
agencies. 


“One would hope that actual 
events would so shape themselves 
as to eliminate the possibility of any 
conflict between the Monroe Doc- 
trine and the League of Nations,” 
he said. “There is undoubtedly a 
certain amount of over-lapping be- 
tween the two in that the League 
of Nations is a plan for maintain- 
ing permanent world peace, while 
the Monroe Poctrine is a plan for 
the security of the United States of 
America. I believe that the sound 
policy of the United States in the 
future will ee to recognize the facts 
proved by the World War, that the 
United States is nowadays vitally af- 
fected by any threat to world peace, 

“I cannot conceive that. anything 
that the League of Nations or the 
World Court would do would give 
to any European power any footing 
in the western hemisphere, and the 
Monroe Doctrine has for its purpose 
to prevent any power outside the 
Western Hemisphere from obtaining 
in that hemisphere any footing 
which it does not now possess. 
Moreover, we appear to be headed 
for joining the World Court, and we 
might as well recognize that joining 
it will involve us as wéll as others 
in responsibilities. 

“The Monroe Doctrine does not 
constitute any bar-to any friendly 
adjustment of any controversy be- 
tween two nations in the Western 
Hemisphere and therefore I do not 
believe that the World Court will 
ever clash with the Monroe Doctrine. 

“As regards the influence of the 
United States in South America, it 
will necessarily remain very great, 
because in the last analysis, as the 
world is now constituted, the United 
States is, In fact, the effective pro- 
tector of the liberties of all nations 
of the Western Hemisphere from 
outside aggression.”

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The railroad excursion, popular 
before the advent of the automobile, 
is gaining new popularity with its 
revival, says the Boston & Maine 
Railroad Employees Magazine. A 
summary of the excursions con- 
ducted in the last six months by that 
road shows that an aggregate of 
47,248 persons took part in the vari- 
ous reduced rate trips arranged by 
that road. The patronage on several 
of these excursions surpassed in 
numbers any previous events of this 
kind to the points involved. 

The increased use of automobiles 
had indicated that the railroad’s ex- 
cursion patronage would be largely 
on long-distance trips, such as those 
to Montreal and Quebec.

Capen. ae 

The conference proper formally 
convened at noon with a luncheon at 
the Y. W. C. A. administration build- 
ing, 3744 Beacon Street. It will close 
tomorrow noon. 

“In helping these women, many of 
‘them first ceneration Americans, to 
make their proper adjustments, we 
base our program on the standards 
and aims of the Y. W. C. A..” Miss 
' Geargia Ely. director of the Boston 
Institute, stated this morning. She 
added that because of Old World 
tradition. it was often impossible to 
‘render complete service to the women

From one holding the highest 
military rank in the gift of the 
British Empire the people of Pales- 
tine seemed to expect much pomp 
and ceremony to accompany the 
Field Marshal's acts and movements.

Simplicity marked his disembarka- 
tion from the cruiser in Jaffa, his ac- 
cession to office and his residence 
since at Government House. 

Banquets a Thing of the Past

dances that were features of Sir 
Herbert Samuel's administration ap- 
pear to be things of the past. The 
first official reception Lord Plumer 
gave in Jerusalem was notable for 
the absence of ladies and all but 
strictly official persons.

Every visit of 
his was for him the occasion for 
some declaration and the means for 
some heartfelt demonstration. Every 
part of a speech, to say nothing of 
official utterances, was, therefore, 
impregnated with what amounts to 
prophecy, and listeners, no matter 
what their creed or opinion, were 
overwhelmed by the magic of his 
words, forgetting their anger -and 
animosities, their hates, and their 
dislikes, in the spell he had cast 
upon them.

pushcart peddlers of the lower East 
Side are bundling up in heavy winter 
overcoats and shawls and are busy 
laying in a stock of supplies. 

There is almost nothing that can- 
not be Bought from a pushcart ped- 
dier. During the holiday season, how- 
ever, there are more dolls to choose 
from. bigger and better drums, live- 
lier games, necklaces, pocketbooks, 
silk shirts, ukuleles and one million, 
nine hundred and ninety-nine other 
things ranging from needles to baby 
carriages. 

“Charlotte Russes 3c” 

The peddlers can be found at their 
curbs in all sorts of weather. With 
cooler days the commodities change 
little in character save that the pur- 
veyors of vegetables have fewer lima 
‘and string beans to sell and more 
cabbages and. pumpkins. The sum- 
mer-shy charlotte russe has made its 
début. A horse-drawn vehicle bear- 
ing a huge banner catches the eye. It 
reads: “Charlotte Russes sc.” 

In the center of the wagon stands 
a bewhiskered man ringing a bell 
violently. Near-by, under a cart 
laden with honeydew melons, two 
mongrel dogs are at play. They are 
less welcome than a rat on Fifth 
Avenue and a feminine voice cries, 
“Get out o' there!” and the dogs flee, 
their-tails between their legs. - 


A constant buzz of excitement pre- 
vails in a pushcart district. Take 
Orchard Street, for instance, between 
Delancey anc Rivington Streets, a 
line of march known widely as “the 
Jewish Wall Street.” It is a crowded 
thoroughfare, narrow, and lined with 
shops, pushcarts and stands. In 
front of the telephone company of- 
fice, women with bags of merchan- 
dise—odds and ends from the mills, 
calico strips and what not—sit on 
the sidewalk conducting their busi-

During these days of good 
business, however, the wives come 
from their homes armed with thick 
bulging. sandwiches. Working. hours 
in the winter are necessarily shorter 
than in summer because of the cold, 
but even now there are many who 
work from 6 o’clock in the morning 
until 10 at night. 

Scattered throughout New York 
City and Brooklyn 7200 men and 
women sell what. suits their fancies 
from pushcarts. The more prosaic of 
them choose cabbages; others are 
not satisfied unless they intrigue 
passers-by with bright colored hand- 
kerchiefs, hand-painted silk stock- 
ings, flaming shawls and other gay 
things. They pay the city $1 a week 
for the curb privilege. They do make 
a living, a fairly good one, it is 
whispered, and many a foundation 


for a fortune has been laid by the 
industrious ‘foreigners, who so fre- 
quently launch themselves in the 
pushcart business upon their arrival 
in the United States. In all proba- 
bility they do not make great sums 
of money, but they have the gift of 
thrift and live perhay. more eco- 
nomically on their Carnings than 
any other one class of people. Those 
dealing in produce have reduced the 
cost of food among their csutomers 
about 30 per cent, according to fig- 
ures compiled by the United States 
Department of Agriculture.

BERLIN, Oct. 18 (Special Corre-

\just negotiated a credit loan of $50,- 
000,000, at 6% per cent, in the United 
States on the security of a mortgage 
on its exports of potash to America, 
though premature, is undoubtedly 
based on fact.

lege at a period like the present, when

If one includes the Alsatian potash 
output, it is found that the exports 
have considerably increased as com- 
pared _with the pre-war period, espe- 
cially in the case of the United States, 
Holland, Seandinavia and the Danu- 
bian States. The consumption in Ger- 
many itself shows a favorable de- 
velopment, especially during the 
earlier part of the year when agri- 
cultural products realized good 
prices, thus encouraging landowners 
to regard increased employment of 
potash fertilizers as a good invest- 
ment. 


Price of Grain Falls 
Since the price of grain began to 


fall, however, the potash sales in} 
Germany, the home consumption of 


potash, has naturally shown an in- 
clination to decrease. The Potash 
Syndicate is trying to check this 
tendency not only by allowing a dis- 
count of 3 per cent on all cash pur- 
chases but also by accepting three 
months’ bills in payment. Much de- 
pends upon a solution being found 
for the financial difficulties with 


which German agriculture has at 
present to contend. 

It is thus clear that the Potash 
Syndicate relies chiefly on its foreign 
customers for increased sales. It 
looks forward, too, with some hope- 
fulness to the time when Russia and 
the eastern states with their vast 
agricultural interests will again be- 
come important consumers. 

It is interesting to note that the 
Potash Syndicate, in anticipation of 
the increased export trade in potash 
that will follow the improved output 
rendered possible by the new Ameri- 
can credits, has recently approached 
the Hamburg Senate with a proposal 
that Hamburg should participate in 
the cost of constructing special pot- 
ash export docks. It is understood 
that the Senate has not been able to 
see its way clear to grant this re- 
quest and that the Potash Syndicate 
will therefore at an early date start 
work on the new docks on its own 
a’ count.

Schervee’s Studios: < 
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The Clear Stream of French Prose 


6é HE French tongue,” writes 

Maupassant, “is a pure stream 

which affected writers never 
have troubled and never can trouble. 
It is the nature of the languaze to 
be clear, logical, and vigorous.” But 
to the English reader the style of 
French prose at its best possesses 
not only these admirable qualities of 
clearness, logic, and vigor, but the 
rarer, more inimitable ones of fiexi- 
bility, ease, and charm. I am think- 
ing, for instance, of a passage from 
Anatole France, tha 
French prose; he is in his debonair 
fashion referring to a criticism 
made of himself and his contempo- 
raries, Lemaitre and Desjardins. “I 
have an ever-fresh affection for the 
wit of M. Lemaitre, for his quick in- 
telligence, his winged poetry, and his 
delightful lucidity. M. Paul Desjar- 
dins interests me by reason of the 
tremulous gleams of his delicate 
imagination.” And then he turns to 
His stout contestant. Brunetié@re. “He 
has come to attack me in my little 
wood, beside my limpid stream.” 
And he pursues his counter attack, 
no less telling for its well-bred 
amiability, “while he finds my criti- 
cism annoying, I find his excellent.” 
Indeed there is no other language so 
well adapted to the thorny path of 
criticism as the French, which can 
make that path. even at its most arid 
points blossom as the rose. But the 
language is. after all, but the mirror 
and reflection of the men that~use it, 
men, in this case who by their lu- 
cidity, keenness, and charm of man- 
ner have led the modern world in 
the art of ee 


Not that they are all alike. Indeed 
the case is just the reverse. No other 
criticism is so original because in 
each case the writer interprets in 
the light of his.own personality. 
They have in common, however, 
their limpidity, urbanity, and good 
breeding. Take Taine, for example. 
Our first thought would be that only 
an Englishman could grasp so fully 
the British ‘quality of the book: and 
then we realize that ,this is a very 
epitome of English civilization, seen 
objectively as only a clear seeing 
foreigner could perceive it. Nor 
does he write less understandingly 


master of | 


machinery,” but only that they may 
the better understand it. 

As we should expect, these diligent 
“moral workers in the human work- 
shop” have scant sympathy with the 
so-called idealistic novelists. 

“Our work is to go from the known 
to the unknown, while the idealistic 
novelists deliberately remain in the 
unknown—under the astounding pre- 
tense that the unknown is nobler and 
more beautiful than the known.” 

Obviously this idealism is not at 
all the kind that Taine describes. 
Taine, to be sure, is out of date 
today; we accept his judgments with 
a grain of salt. But how the thunder 
and lightning of his mighty style 
have reverberated through the years: 
it mattered not whether we agreed 
or protested; the important thing 
was that we were never indifferent. 
He was probably the first to enun- 
ciate the great fundamental human 
laws underlying literature, a kind of 
survival of the fittest, to show how 
a book is great and lasting in pro- 
portion to the moral greatness of 
its aim and of the characters de- 
picted. He has traced for us first 
the career of the purely ephemeral 
book.of fashion, which lasts three or 
four years at best. “Read, if you 
have the courage to do so, a vaude- 
ville or a humorous piece of the vear 
1835 (this was written in the sixties) 
—you will let it drop out of your 
hand.” Others may be masterpieces 
of a generation—as the romances of 
Mile. de Scudery “of length and dul- 
ness.” But the truly great are of a 
“profound and durable character”; 
they reproduce for us the history of 
the time, as in Lope de Vega and 
Calderon we find respectively, “two 
living figures, the beggar and the 
cavalier, who will show you all the 
misery, all the grandeur and all the 
folly of this same civilization.” So 
in Racine we see the “whole system 
of monarchical sentiments of our 
seventeenth century,” or in Dante 
and Goethe the two attitudes, the 
medieval and the modern. Such are 
the subjects on which he dwells with 
characteristic power in “The Ideal 
in Art.” 

The keenness of his insight and 
the depth of hi understanding are 
revealed in his description of Rob- 
finson Crusoe— 

“It is because Robinson Crusoe is,

“In Don Quixote we see at first the 
chivalgous and morbid Spaniard, 
such as eight centuries of crusades 
and overcharged reveries had made 
him, »but -beside this, one of the 


eternal prototypes of human history, 


the heroic, sublime, visionary, 
meager, and broken-down idealist.”

Taine was the first to show the 
invariable working out of the un- 
changeable laws of cause and effect 
‘Im literature. With the Naturalism of 
Zola, however, he would seem to 
have little in common: With Zola, it 
ig all reduced to a laboratory exper- 
iment, hence the phrase “experi- 
mental novel.” Here there is little if 
any of the splendor of Taine, for 
that would be out of place in the 
atmosphere of the laboratory. We 
find displayed ‘the lucidity, precision, 
and vigor. of the French writer, with 
its clear-cutting distinctions. These 
new realists are experimental mor- 
alists; They find it necessary to 
“dissect piece by piece the human 


crises of conversion and _ grace, 
energetic, obstinate, patient, inde- 
fatigable, born for labor, cgpable of 
clearing away and colonizing conti- 


nents.” f 
> + + 
There is in both writers, however, 
the same positiveness, the same 
conviction, though arising from dif- 
ferent sources. For Zola himself 
tells us that his sole concern is with 


the “how,” leaving the “why” to the 
philosopher. With Taine, on the 
other hand, the one thing that mat- 
ters intensely is the “why.” Yet 
they are- alike in their ideal, that, 
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in the words of Zola, “the only 
great and moral works are those of 
truth”; and nothing could be more 
sincere than Zola’s confession of 
faith— : 

“The experimental method alone 
can bring the novel out of the at- 
mosphere of lies and errors in 
which it is plunged. All my literary 
life has been controlled by this con- 
viction.” 

The criticisms of Taine and Zola 
are~ indeed supplementary, and, 
though at first it may seem as if 
Taine is looking backward toward 
the classics of the past, and Zola 


pointing forward to a new, unex- 
plored field, it is rather true that 
they represent two tendencies that 
are ever with us. But if the words 
of- Taine; with al’ their eloquence, 
impress us today as too theoretic 
and grandiose, and those of Zola, 
with all their sincerity, as too cold- 
ly mathematical, we can turn to 
Maupassant for a lucidity that is 
neither cold nor overheated, for a 
tolerance that is b'g enough to see 
both sides with equal fairness. The 
novel is to him too big and fine a 
thing to be hedged about by any 
rules of petty critics. The true 


,critic should ever be on the lookout 


for new paths for it to follow; he 
should be one able “to praise books 
which as a man he may not like, but 
which as a judge he must duly ap- 
preciate.” 

Too often th critic, like the cas- 
ual reader, will csk of the boo... 
“Amuse me,” “Touch me,” “Make me 
dream,” “Make me laugh,” “Make me 
shudder,” “Make me weep,” “Make 
me think.” But the true crit.c is he 
who says to the artist: “Give me 
something fine in any form which 
may suit you best, 1ccording to your 
own temperament.”

The Poet Laureate has a rare cruci- 
ble in which Greek and Latin clas- 
sics, the Elizabethans and Milton, 
with their manifold associations, 
t «sasmute themselves, and. come out 
purest English, his very own. His 
learning is ample for anything he 
wishes to say about music. His 
name is firmly linked with the fre- 
vival of the art in this country, and 
with the restored interest in our 
older composers. In his Ode to Mu- 
sic, set by Parry, and written in 
commemoration of Purcell, this apos- 
trcphe to our long-strayed Muse 
comes with convincing force: 


“Turn, O return! In merry England, 

Foster'd thou wert with infant Lib- 
erty.

Said the traveler usually has- 
tens to Cairo, through one hundred 
and forty-five miles of typical, tree- 
less Egyptian country. At Cairo the 
mind turns instinctively to Gizeh, 
seven miles away, where stands the 
Great Pyramid, one of the seven 
wonders of the world, with its lesser 
satellites and the matchless Sphinx. 


There is no time in recorded his- 
tory when this pyramid was not 
famous. Herodotus, the Father of 
History, recounts his visit to it in 445 
B. C. He gathered his story from an 
old Egyptian priest and it is in effect 
as follows: Egypt was well governed 
until Cheops ascended the throne and 
plunged into all manner of wicked- 
ness and oppression. He closed the 
temples and compelled the Egyptians 
one and all to labor in his service. 
One hundred thousand workmen 
were employed constantly. It took 
ten years of op»ression of the people 
to make merely the causeway, a niar- 
vel in itself, for the conveyance of 
the stone for the pyramid. 

No less mysterious is the Sphinx, 
the most ancient statue known, al- 
ready in existence in the time of 
Cheops. Hewn in the living rock at 
the extreme verge of the Lybian 
plaeau, battered and time-worn, it 
yet preserves an expression of 
sovereign greatness. “The eyes gaze 
out afar with a look of intense and 
profound thoughtfulness, the mouth 
still wears a smile, the whole coun- 
tenance is informed with power end 
repose. The art which conceived this 
prodigious statue was a finished 
art, an art which has attained self-

Turkey Sandwiches 


‘SMUT four thin slices of the turkey, 
* crisp two slices of very thin 

bacon, and toast three triangles 
»f bread. Put one piece of toast on a 
plate. cover with lettuce, spread with 
mayonnaise and add two pieces of 
torkey and one of bacon. Sprinkle 
with thinly-sliced stuffed olives. 
Cover with the second piece of toast 
and repeat the ingredients as for the 
first piece. Top with the remaining 
piece of toast and garnish with thin 
stripe of dill pickle. Serve imme- 
diately. 

Turkey in Ramekins 


One cupful of cold, cooked chopped 
turkey, 2 tablespoonfuls each of 
butter and flour; 1 teaspoonful of 
salt, % teaspoonful of celery salt, 
6 long sticks of macaroni, 1 cupful 
of milk and buttered crumbs. 

Cook the macaroni! in boiling 
salted water for half an hour; put 
the sticks into the water slowly and 
they will soften enough to be cooked 
unbroken. Melt butter, rub in the 
flour, salt and celery salt and cook 
until smooth. Add milk slowly, 
stirring constantly, and cook until 
thick and smooth. Beat in the 
chopped turkey and remove from the 
fire. Line well-buttered ramekins or 
eustard cups with macaroni, fill with 
creamed turkey, cover with buttéred 
crumbs and bake in a quick oven 
until the crumbs are _ delicately 


browned. 
Turkey Salad : 


If there is not quite enough meat 
for a turkey salad, one can supple- 
ment it with roast veal or even fresh 
pork, and no one will be the wiser. 
Cut the meat into dice and measure it. 
Allow an equal quantity of celery, cut 
into fairly good-sized pieces, Wal- 
nuts, butternuts, or almonds may be 
used in the salad, if simmered 20 
minutes in a little stock or boiling 
salted water and then chopped fine. 

At serving time mix together the 
meat, nuts and celery, and for 
each quart of the mixture allow 1 
teaspoonful of salt, % teaspoonful 
of paprika and 1 teaspoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce, besides enough 
mayonnaise to give good body to the 
ealad. Line the salad bow! with crisp 
lettuce leaves, heap the salad irregu- 
larly on top and pour a little mayon- 
naise over the mound. Garnish with 
slices of stuffed olives or bits of 
sweet red peppers, canned. 


Molded Turkey 


Wash a cupful of rice and cook 
until tender in rapidly boiling salted 
water. Drain, rinse well, then line a 
bread pan with the rice so there is a 
wall about % an inch thick. Have 
ready 2 cupfuls of cold, chopped tur- 
key, % cupful of bread crumbs, 
1 teaspoonful of salt, a dash of pep- 
per, % teaspoonful of chopped 
onion, and enough cold gravy to hold 
the mixture together well. Pack the 
mixture into the mold lined with rice, 
cover with a layer of rice’ and steam 
45 minutes or bake % hour. Turn 
out of the pan and serve hot with 
tomato sauce.

The Furniture of Duncan Phyfe 


UNCAN PHYFE is the only 
American ecabinetmaker to 


whom a very large group of 


furniture may be attributed un docu- 
mentary evidence. His _ earliest 
pieces, inspired almost whelly by 
Hepplewhite and Sheraton, are 


worthy of a place beside any of their 
English contemporaries. 

That Duncan Phyfe correctly in- 
terpreted his age is shown by his 
handling of proportion and line. The 
whole expression of his time tended 
toward delicacy, refinement, attenu- 
ation. Not only in the proportions 
of furniture, but in those of the 
architecture of the day as well, the 
tall, vertical element was employed. 
The classic orders were attenuated, 
the colufins stretched out, the en- 
tablatures lightened. 


Freuch Intluence 


acterized much of Duncan Phyfe’s 
earlier work was not a sudden break 
from the furniture which was popu- 
lar in the post Revolutionary years 
of the eighteenth century. The in- 
fluence of France, very strong in 
New York, led him to adopt many 
motives of directoire and consulate 
origin, but he combined them skill- 
fully with those of his earliest prac- 
tice, always maintaining his affec- 
tion for delicate scale and fine finish. 

At the height of his popularity 
he employed more than 100 work- 
men—carvers, turners, cabinetmak- 
ers—among whom his was the di- 
recting imagination. His were the 
designs, and his close supervision 
stamped every piece with the refin- 
ing mark of his criticism. 


Motives 


Carving is the ‘favorite decorative 
method in Phyfe’s furniture; al- 
though turning, veneering, reeding 
and inlay were also employed. The 
lyre is one of Phyfe’s most success- 
ful motives. It is used not only in 
chair backs, but also in sofa arms, 
in table supports and those of dress- 
ing glasses. The acanthus is found 
on the upper side of curved pedestal 
tables, on the legs of table, chair 
backs and piano trestles.

To Polish Ebony

No one else perhaps could more 
appreciate the feelings of the old 
people who “cannot bear to part” 
with their samplers. “Their mothers 
or their grandmothers made them,” 
she explained. “My mother made 
one. The children did them at 
school,” She pulled out a little book 
in a case which unfolded and showed 
a long variety of needlework stitches 
and designs. It was more unusual 
than the samplers. “This is what 
they copied from,” she explained. 

The needlework is beautiful and it 
was not all done by children. There 
are samplers which were worked 
obviously as the name expresses for 
“exemplars.” They contain patterns 
of various stitches and designs to be 
used as a guide, and many children 
in England today are copying these 
samplers. And just as proudly as in 
their gradmothers’ day, the samplers 
are framed and hung:up when com- 
pleted. 

It is the beautiful needlework | 
which so attracts American women. 
Englishwomen are coming to appre- 
ciate it too. Quite recently the Royal 
School of Art Needlework was asked 
to value samplers in a dressing-room 
which was completely hung with 
them. To this school also come “dear 
old ladies” with their treasures—the 
Seat of a stool worked in cross-stitch, 
an -old-fashioned purse, and a 
sampler. 

Americans are looking for sam- 
plers more than 100 years old, not 
only because the early samplers are 
the most rare, but because when over 
that age they are allowed into Amer- 
ica duty-free, The frames are some- 
times not so old as the samplers and 
these are left behind.

Lehar’s “ Paganini’ Operetta '

Vienna, Nov. 9 

(ie enormous success of the 

operetta, “Das Dreimaderihaus,” 

better known in English-speak- 
ing countries as “Blossom Time” or 
“Lilac Time,” has for years stimu- 
lated the fancy of our operetta libret- 
tists. To place any famous classical 
composer on the stage, as the central 
figure of a love story, to the accom- 
paniment of music concocted from 
his own works, seemed a sure guar- 
antee for a box-office success. How- 
ever, it merely seemed so, for a 


sequel to ‘Das Dreimfaderlhaus,” en- | 


titled “Hannerl,” proved a failure, 
and no better fate awaited other 
Austrian and German  operettas 
which endeavored to profit from the 
public’s affection for Schumann, Jo- 
hann Strauss (father), and even 
Anton Bruckner. 

The tendency to exploit classical 
music and its composers for stage 
purposes was strongly condemned, 
and rightly so, by serious critics; 
they were wrong, however, in repre- 
senting it as a device of our profit- 
hungry and disrespectful period; for 
musical history tells us that as long 
ago as 1832 no less an author than 
Albert Lortzing, the classic of Ger- 
man opéra-comique, compiled a piece 
called “Scenes from Mozart's Life” 
from the master’s melodies, and as 
early as 1823 Haydn was made the 
central figure of an operetta at Vi- 
enna for which fragments from his 
music were used. And even Handel

Lehar steers clear, for the most 
part, from contemporary jazz idiom 
and reverts to the waltzes and 
marches traditional in classic Vien- 
nese operetta, plus an _ inherited 
Hungarian and occasional Neapoli- 
tan flavor which make for rhythmic 
variety. What few of his melodies 
approach jazz are seasoned with 


beautiful violin and cello solos, with | 


harp, celesta,*and glockenspiel ac- 
companiment, and in the beautiful 
love duet of the second act, Lehar 
creates a new vyariety of musical 
utterance which may, with some 
freedom, be termed a “lyrical jazz.” 
A modified grand opera diction, how- 
ever, prevails for the most part, and 
the operetta as a species is lifted 
into a higher sphere by means of 
masterly contrapuntal treatment and 
a wealth of “middle voices,” such 
as one rarely finds in contemporary 


| operetta. 


The serious musician in Lehar 
manifests himself in this masterly 
score, particularly in a graceful ar- 
chaic minuet of the second aj. and 
in the artfully constructed chorus 
and solo ensembles. Lehar’s career 
began over 25 years ago with a grand 
opera, “Tatjana” which showed tal- 
ent but lack of experience. In his 
new operetta, his talent is seen in its

He loves to dwell on 
lyrical and dramatic aspects in his 
pieces, and the life of the Genoese 
fiddler offered fascinating prospects 
in this direction. If his grand opera

Lavery and Others Show New Works

IR JOHN LAVERY, is paying 
his pictorial compliments to 

the United States with an im- 
posing group of recent canvases, now 
on view at the Duveen Galleries. Of 
course, the general ‘tenor of his art 
has been known to the New York 
galleries through individual examples 
this long while, but coming as ine 
does in the fullness of his powers 
and with such a large number of 
paintings, it really constitutes his 
American début. He presents a com- 
posite and complimentary picture of 
that aristocratic island so famous 
for its lovely ladies and distin- 
guished men, and he treats of the 
pomp and circumstance of Mayfair 
in a way that must eminently satisfy 
that famous community.

Low-Grade Steers ,in Big 


Demand—Hogs Off a Bit 
—Lambs Up 25 Cents 


CHICAGO, Dec. 4 (Special)—Inter- 
national show week uncovered a grist 
of uneven prices, the general trade on 
all species fluctuating unevenly. Fat 
steers sold off sharply early, but came 
back by leaps and bounds, heavy 
steers closing 25 cents higher than a 
week earlier. 

There was a brisk market for low 
grade steers all week long, demand 
for kinds of value to sell at $9 down- 
ward being apparently insatiable. 

The largest run of hogs since early 
in the week was instrumental in 
pounding the top to $11.30, but the 
sharp, decline attracted eastern ship- 
pers, and the late advance regained 
| most of the loss except on packing 
grades. A peppery demand for ovine 
classes lifted the fat lambs to $17, 
the highest since June, upturns over a 
week earlier being generally 25 cents, 
although the scramble lifted aged 
sheep 50 cents to $1, according to a 
report issued by’ the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


prices refiected the breadth of con- 
sumptive demand and suggested the 
apparent underlying strength of the 
market. Although dropping to $10 to 
$11 on the break, steers of similar 
weight and finish made $10.75 to 
$11.75 at the close. 

Best heavy bullocks reached $14, a 
spread of $8.75 to $11.25 taking the 
bulk of fat offerings during the week. 
Yearlings and lightweights did: not 
fare as well as heavies, the supply of 
half-fat little cattle frequently ex- 
ceeding trade requirements. 

A persistefit but narrow demand for 
stockers and feeders remains influen- 
tial in orn" a lively market on 
“warmed up teers of all weights. 
Most feeders went out at $7@8, 
meaty kinds approaching $9, while 
western bred stockers at $6.75 were 
plain.

EDITORIALS 


The situation in China today presents in its 
fundamental nature a curious analogy to the 
situation which has ex- 
isted in the Philippines, 
in India, and in other 
parts of the great. conti- 
nent of Asia in the last 
ten years.

where become illumined 
by the ideas of liberty, 
nationality and progress which have been devel- 
oped in the West. But it has as yet been unable 
to see clearly the immense gulf between theory 
and practice, and the long and often weary road 


which intervenes between faith and demonstra- | 


tion, a road which can be circumvented by tio 
short cuts, but which must be traveled every 


inch of the way before the attainment of the 


ideal can be reached. ‘e 

There does not now appear to be any dis- 
agreement about the fundamental problem 
which confronts China and the rest of the 
world. The whole.system of controlled customs, 
extraterritoriality and treaty ports is in essence 
an anachronism in modern times. It is a “‘left-. 
over” from earlier days, the days in which China 
thought itself the greatest civilization in the 
world, was contemptuous of all foreigners and 
gave them the slenderest protection and justice, 
while the foreign powers held ideas about their 
own rights which were almost equally con- 
temptuous of the Chinese. There were wrongs 
and follies committed on both sides. But the 
real justification for the old system is that it 
met the needs of the period to the substantial 
satisfaction of both foreigner and Chinese for 
the best part of a hundred years. 

But it clearly cannot go on as a system much 
longer. On the one side certain abuses have 
grown up which require reform, such as the 
refusal of any voice to Chinese residents in the 
foreign settlement area in Shanghai with refer- 
ence to the management of its affairs, though 
they pay the larger part of the revenues. On 
the other side, the whole treaty arrangement 
has become, not unnaturally, an offense to edu- 
cated China, and especially to that large body 
of students who have been educated in America 
or Europe, or in Western schools and colleges 
in China itself. The amour propre of the most 
progressive elements in China has become bound 
up with the restoration to China of that position 
of independence and control over its own affairs 
which is the normal attribute of every sovereign 
state. Hence the strength and vigor of the pres- 
ent anti-foreign campaign. 

Fortunately the powers most concerned with 
China seem now to be agreed that the system 
ought to be changed. But they go on to say, 
guite naturally, that if it is to be changed China 
must be able to put some reasonable equivalent 
in its place. If the right to deal with customs 
as China likes is to be given back, there must 
be some security that there is a responsible 
central government in China which can see that 
the enhanced taxes on trade do not simply go 
into private pockets or to swell the destructive 
military expenditure of the rival tuchuns. ,There 
must also be security, that the vexatious and 
illegal imposts on trade at provincial frontiers, 
and wherever a bandit group or a tuchun can 
impose them with impunity, are suppressed. And 
finally there must be established a righteous 
code and an efficient system of justice before 
the powers abandon their own consular courts. 

There is really no answer to these conten- 
tions, and provided they are not put forward as 
excuses for making no concessions, it is now 
“up to” those Chinese who are most active in 
working for reform and most zealous that China 
should be recognized as a fully independent 
Nation to do the practical work inside China 
that will make possible the realization of their 
dreams. There is no short cut. 

All experience in the Philippines, India, 
Egypt, bears out this view. The local national- 
ist parties, whether they have demanded imme- 
diate independence, as in the Philippines, or 
have inaugurated non-cooperation, as in India, 
or have followed the extremist advice of _a 
Zaghlul Pasha, as in Egypt, have all so far 
failed of their object, and for the same reason. 
They have preferred the excitement of idealist 
political agitation to settling dgwn to doithe 


hard, practical work on which alone success 


could be built. The practical problem before 
China is certainly very difficult. Its ramifica- 
tions are far-reaching. The power and authgr- 
ity of the central government have almost 
passed away. The task of reorganization is 
tremendous. But it must somehow be accom- 
plished. .And it can be accomplished gradually 
if, not recrimination and argument, but co- 
operation and commonsense are made the 
basis of both internal politics in China and the 
relations between China and the great powers. 


The recent conference .of Canadian boards 
of trade, held in Winnipeg, served one useful 
purpose. It. brought 
together the leaders in 
Canadian commercial 
life to discuss economic 
problems from the na- 
tional point of view,

Maritime Provinces, from 
the Pacific coast as well 
as from the Atlantic, met the inland captains of 
industry. They exchanged views ‘on a wide 
variety of questions relating to the economic 
needs of the country. _. 
' Sir Thomas White, former. Dominion Minister 
of Finance, gave a comprehensive survey of the 
situation as he viewed it. He stressed particu- 
larly the need for a greater influx of population, 
to make fuller use of the machinery which the 
Canadian people have invested in for productive 
purposes. Another million of population would 
also help to lighten the load of taxation, directly 
by increasing the number of taxpayers to share 
the burden; and indirectly by helping to elim- 
inate the annual deficits on railway obligations 
which were assumed by the people of the Do- 
minion, after the failure of several private rail- 
way enterprises. 

In a nation of such diversified interests, there 
is a natural tendency for local boards of trade

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to look at economic questions from the regional 
point of view. While British Columbia is a mari- 
time province—although reference to the Mari- 
time Provinces of Canada would almost inva- 
riably mean Nova Scotia, New Brunswick. and 
*rince’ Edward Island—the business leaders in 
British Columbia are looking in the direction of 
the Orient, and the Panama Canal, for external 


trade ‘expansion. Eastern Canada’s interest is . 


more directed toward the markets of Europe 
and New England, and the development of inter- 


nal trade. The prairie provinces are almost ' 


wholly concerned with the exporting of agricul- 
tural produce, particularly wheat; and they look 


for markets with equal interest to the south, the 


east and the west. Some day they may look to 
the north, too, for there is a vast, undeveloped 
territory to the north of Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba. . 

All the regions of Canada, however, are mutu- 
ally concerned with four important factors in 
the economic structure of the Dominion. They 
are finance, transportation, ‘colonization and 
agriculture. One of the immediate tasks before 
the new Dominion Administration, so soon as 
one is installed with confidence, expressed 
through a vote in the House of Commons to 
support action, is to proceed.with some meas- 
ures of financial readjustment, particularly re- 
lating to taxation. The times demand‘ anh excep- 
tionally well-qualified Minister of Finance. Re- 
adjustment of the railway situation, t6 promote 
greater economy in Canadian railway service, is 
another measure calling’for attention. A great 
colonization effort is equally urgent and funda- 
mental. At the same time, the development of 


agriculture is of such prime importance to Can- - 


ada, it would merit a place as one of the four 
economic factors. The Winnipeg conference has 
helped to direct public attention to some’ of the 
urgent economic needs of the Dominion. 


“Peace” is to.be celebrated once a year in 
French schools. It is of the utmost importance 
that children should be 
taught right sentiments 
and that the necessity of 
intérnational friendships 
should be inculcated in 
the thought of the ybuth 
of the various countries. 
The Carnegie Founda- 
tion ‘has just pidblished 
an illuminating inquiry on the scholastic 
works used since the war in France, Bel- 
gium, Germany, England, Italy, and so 
forth. Some of the textbooks are deplorable. 
There is no need to go into detail here, but in 
general it may be stated that the record of re- 
cent years ‘is told with an insistence on the bad 
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character of the neighbor and the good charac- 


ter of one’s own nation. 
In France, although this sentiment is to be 
found, it must be confessed that there is a fairly 


discreet relation of the tremendous events of 


1914-1918. The mischief that may be done by 
a perpetuation of the passions of the war years 
is appreciated. In the negative sense a good 
deal is being done by the elimination of passages 
unsuitable for the use of the schools. But in the 
positive sense the impulse that has been given 
by Yvon Delbos, Minister of Public Instruction, 
should be fruitful. He has addressed a circular 
to the school authorities requesting that once 
a year the lessons of the war should be im- 
pressed upon the children. Naturally, he rec- 
ommends an exaltation of the heroic deeds which 
should stimulate in the generous minds of the 
children the desire of being worthy of their 
fathers. But it is not only love of their own 
country which is held up before them: he asks 
that sentiments of humanity and devotion to 
great causes should be the principal subjects of 
admiration. He goes further: he demands that 
pacific ideas should be taught. 

The progress realized at London and Geneva, 
with the conclusion of the Locarno accords and 
the happy and rapid success of certain initia- 
tives taken by the League of Nations, should, he 
says, show that France is essentially the center 
of peaceful efforts and not of imperialist de- 
signs. Militarism is not to be praised: on the 
contrary, it is the interdependence of the peo- 
pes which should be stressed as the French 

eal. 

“Thanks to these efforts,” says the circular, 
“Europe is organizing itself effectively, and the 
world will be organized little by little around 
juridical and moral principles of which the most 
noble representatives of humanity have in all 
times affirmed the value: international solidar- 
ity, respect of treaties, interdiction of a resort 
to violence, and the obligatory arbitration of 
conflicts;” 3 

These suggestions, sdys the Minister, are not 
put forward as imperative commands. The lib- 
erty of thought of the members of the teaching 
profession must be respected, and those who do 
not feel in their conscience the truth and the 
utility of such declarations are not compelled 
to render the homage proposed. Whatever is 
said should be dictated by sincere conviction. 
But though M. Delbos thus leaves the matter 
to the individual responsibility of the teachers, 
there is no doubt that the vast majority of the 
teachers are in accord with these sentiments and 
that they will respond with alacrity to the invi- 
tation ‘of the Minister. 


The example set by the French schools is one . 


to be widely followed, for it may be that the 
future of humanity depends upon the training 
of the young in such ideas as constitute the real 
lessons of the war.

‘Specific denial is made to the assertion that 
the high school students are aiding and abet-

ting the open ‘and flagrant violation of the law. 
The protest is timely and convincing. It is not 
surprising that the youth of America is ready 


to repudiate the calumnies which covertly and . 


insinuatingly picture the boys and girls of the 
land as the horrible examples of results of a 
social reform which the nullificationists and 


bootleggers seek to convince their elders cannot 


be enforced. The young people of Albany are 
not.the only ones who have suffered. Almost 
daily, within. recent months, alarmist accounts 
haye been published with the design of: impréss- 


ing the belief that the very persons who are~ 


expected to benefit most from the ultimate en- 
forcement of the prohibition law are the ones 
whose welfare is actually being threatened be- 
cause unscrupulous men and women find it 
profitable, at least temporarily, to violate the law. 

A part of the so-called defeatist psychology 
is a deliberately directed effort to make it appear 
that vast quantities of intoxicating liquors are 
being consumed by the American people. The 
public is told that whereas, in the days of the 
open saloon, social drinking was indulged in 
chiefly by men, now the family home is the bar-

‘remarkable coincidence a man telephoned at 


that moment with the request to Mr. Cray for 


a boy for work as a gardener on a Long Island ; 


estate for the summer. The preliminaries were 
arranged, and the lad got the job. He was able 
to earn money enough to put himself. through 
his last year at high school and even continued 
his, education along the. desired, line. “Now,” 
added Mr. Cray, “that boy is going to be a first- 
class farmer instead of a third-rate broker.” 
One of the most pleasing conclusions which 


‘Mr. Cray has drawn from his contact with the 


young folk whom he has thus helped is a strong 
faith in their essential integrity. “I believe in 
the boys and girls of today,” he declared in a 
discussion of the subject, and he added that they 
are frank and direct, with a natural tendency to 
want to do what is right. From this standpoint 
it is, as Mr. Cray urged, up to their elders to 
help them to help themselves. And this will be 
accomplished not by trying to do their life tasks 
for them, but rather by believing in them and 
trying to understand them.

Editorial Notes 


Though it was not until 1721 that the present 
Danish European settlement in Greenland was 
organized, it is of more than slight significance 
that the Danish arch#ological expedition to 
Greenland has recently discovered many evi- 
dences of the early Norse settlers there. For it 
is fairly well established that these hardy 
Norsemen first “found” Greenland about the 
year 1000, that before very long they had a 
population of several thousands there, and that 
they flourished for several centuries. The 
colony was from the first a republic, and its 
planting followed the voyages and discoveries 
of Eric the Red. Leif Ericson brought Chris- 


‘tianity thither shortly thereafter, and the foun- 


dations of the churches then built still remain. 
It was, of course, from Greenland that Ericson 
sailed for the New World, being followed later 
by Karisefan, in the hope of :planting towns on 
the coast of what is now New England, and one 
colony is believed to have dwelt for three years 
near the site of Boston, Mass.

“Potato Day” in Maine, “on which all our peo- 
ple may arrange a strictly potato diet to the end 
that their physical condition may be improved 
and the material welfare of the State may be 
conserved,” the State Legislature doubtless was 
actuated nothing ‘but the best of .motives.
